‘ Significance of Suez Canal 
Returns. 


That the Empire trade barome- 
-ter is on the rise is one of the 
points Dr. L. Isserlis, the 
statistician of the Chamber 
of Shipping of the United 
Kingdom, made in an inter- 
sisew when he gave an 
interesting aspect of the report 
for Jest year of the Suez Canal 
Company, which showa that the 
net ,tonnage passing through 
the canal amounted to 18.1 million. 
tons ia 192k compared with 176 
‘ million tons in 1920,-and the 
goods carried amounted to 175 
million tons compared with 17.0 
million tans in 1920, 
“A . somewhat ~. 
jeature of these figures,” side Dr. 
Isserlis, “is that whilet the early 
. partof 1920, coincided with par 
“ of the boom pericd, the trade of 
the Suez Canal> which is the 
great gateway ' between the 
East and . the West, 
showed Es better retura 
for 1921 than 1920, in apite of ths 
fact tbat Goverament-owned 
vessels, as represented by ships 
of War and transports. showed 
great falling off during the latter 
year. 
“The increase i in the smount 
of godds passing through the 
canal in 1921 is largely accoun}- 
ed for by the pasrage of coal. 
following the settlement of the 
dispute fast year. This at 11 
million, tons ,sbawed ‘a tenfold 
increase over the previous year. 
Furthermore there’ bss Jatterly. 
beech . increasing shipments 
of frony- the Bast. 
this |. showed 
av advsoce of aéqoething like half 
a million tons over 1 

“Britieh not tonnage ‘pabsing 
through the canal showed. an] 
increase-in 1921 over 1920 of half 
a million from 186 to 181 
millions. In therebant tonnage 


remarkable. 
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the increase was nearly-.1,060,000 
tons, and in. mail boats 200,000, 
whilst the total increase is 
balanced by a falling off in sbips 
of war and transports. 

“In 1913 the total traffic pass- 
ing through the canal amounted 
to 20.0 willion tons, compared 
with 18.1 million in 1921. The 
1921 totel is 99.4 per ceat. of 
that of 1913, and cf purely 
British tannage, the percentage 
is 94.60f 1913 Though this may 
point to the fact that British 
shipping is holding its own, 
against competitors, it should bal 
remembered that something like 
two-thirds of the total: British 
tonnage passing throngh the canal 
belongs to regular lines, which 
carry'on whether full or mot full, 
and even ata loss, in order togive 
shippers the benefit of a regular 
service and retain their posinidiry 5 
in the trade. The great depression 
io British shipping is batter 
exemplified hy the falling off of 
ramp-tonnage—in—comn.iarion. 
which does not use the canal to 
any great extent. 

There are indications, however, | 
that we are recoverirg our pre- 
wer balance of trade with our 
great dependencies of the Fast, 
and this to some extent is reflect- 
ed in the Suez Canslretorns. Ar 
an example, in 1913,8.7 of thel? 
total. British exports went to 
Australasia. This proportion fell 
to 3.2. per cant? during the last 
querter of 1919..From this time.
